1,, iLftsr the warp the airfield about 5 km south-southeast of Ssolnok 

(Q 4B/0 37} was enlarged to the north and south; buildings at the field 
lAjere repaired^ and new buildings were erected,. In October 1951, work 
aas in progress on a north-south runviay which, prior to that date, had 
a length of 600 meters. Another concrete lane which had already existed 
in 1945 extended from the hangars to the south for a length about ^OC 
meters and a width of 15 to 20 meters^ A further extension strip of about 
4C0 meters was 25 or 30 meters wide. In October 1951, work was being done 
on a firing range in the northern section of the field, north of the con- 
crete T'unyfaj. There wa.B no spur track at the field . An auxiliary road 
branched off from the Ssolnok-Rakoc alfalfa (Q 43/0 36) road to the north- 
western corner of the field* The airfield measured about 2 km from north 
to south, 1^5 km from east to west in its northern section ari about 1 km 
in its southern seetiono A fence surrounded only the northwestern section 
of the field and sentries patrolled along the side road which leads to 
the main road to Ssolnok. In the northwester section of the field, there 
was a radio installation consisting of three antenna masts each 8 to 10 
neters high and braced several times and a small building in the middle 
of the triangle of the masts. ^ 


Only Hungarian Air Force soldiers wearing blue epaulets were observed 
at the fields Some of them wore a bladed propeller insignia. Six to 
eight single-engine, low-wing monoplanes with in-line engines, glazed- 
- in cabin in line with the leadS^ng and trailing edges of the wings, nose 
viheels, and elevator assembly in line td.th the upper fuselage edge were 
freciuently observed in front of the hangars. There was intensive air 
activity with these planes. No hardstands were observed. Usually, indi- 
vidual take-offs and flights lasting from 5 to 15 minutes were made^, ^
